Foetid la T his C oaatry. 
In many respects Aztalan, In Wiscon­ 
sin. la among the m ost rem arkable pre­ 
historic monuments In the northw est 
HG* the only brick walled tow n atte 
found in this country. It is on the bot­ 
tom land of the Crayfish rivar, about 
two miles from Lake Mllla. The Inclos 
big walls of the town site are about 
700 feet on Its flanks and about 1,500 
feet long. 
The river served to com­ 
plete the inclosure of seventeen acres 
of land. 
YY ithln and without the inclosure 
there are round, truncated and oblong 
mounds, 
Just beyond the Inclosing 
walla the land rises abruptly over I 
twenty feet to the rolling table lands 
of Ute surrounding country. 
From the 
bauk above a stone could be tossed In­ 
to the town site within the inclosure. 
which would seem to be a good reason 
why this inclosure, which bas teen 
called a fort, could not have been in­ 
tended for a defense against any hu­ 
man enemy. 
Along the brow of the higher land 
Is a row of more than thirteen round 
pyramidal mounds ranging from tim** 
to twelve feet In height. From the top 
of those mounds or standing on tin- 
table laud an enemy could command 
the whole town site. 
It has always 
been conceded th at Aztalan w as Bot 
Inclosed for purposes of defense. 
It 
has been supposed th at it w as wa Heil 
for 
protection 
from 
wild 
animals, 
though the inclosure has never been 
high or abrupt enough since Us dis 
co very to keep out the panther, wild 
cat, wolf, bear, moose and buffalo, which 
were the only dangerous anim als of 
the woods hereabout, 
The purpose of its Inhabitants In 
constructing this inclosure over a half 
mile long still rem ains a mystery. Tile 
most rem arkable a rt of Aztalan is Us 
brick walls and walks. 
In this It is 
singular and alone, the only example 
of bricklaying among all the monu­ 
ments of the mound builders. 
These 
bricks or b rick ier are not rectangu­ 
lar and regular In form and size, as are 
the modern brick. 
They are simply 
b alls, of plastic clay welded by the 
hand Into small brickleta of irregular 
form about the average size of a snow­ 
ball. 
The 
material 
used 
w as 
the 
glacial yellowish red clay of the vi­ 
cinity. and the color of the bricks Is 
red or light yellow. 
Under the glare 
scrapings appear like a handful of 
crystal sand — MluneaDolls Journal

It Is amusing to con­ 
sider Ult* possibilities lf our sun were 
green, blue or red Instead of what It 
Is. 
Ii it were blue, there would be 
only two colors in the w orlif blue and 
Wack 
If It were red, th e n r lerythlug 
would be r«*d or black, 
lf j"rwere yel­ 
low, everything would be yellow or 
black. Brer? one knows that the light 
of our sun consists of six colors, and 
the res sou things are different hues is 
that some swallow up five of the colors 
and reflect only one. 
Thus we huve 
priuioses yellow twcAure they absorb 
all but the yellow’, roses red because 
they absorb all but the red, violets 
purple 
because they 
absorb every­ 
thing but red aud blue, a mixture of 
which two colors forms purple. 
In Hie evgut of the sun being red, 
roses, blood, red ink and all other 
things that are now red would reflect 
It. 
No also would snow, the Illy aud 
all things that are now white, hut 
these would, of course, be red. Every­ 
thing else would swallow up the red 
light and appear quite black, 
Grass, 
for instance, would be black as Ink, 
and so would the blue of the sky, but 
the white clouds W’ould be red. 
The 
same kind of thing Would happen lf 
the sun were blue. 
Everything now 
blae or white would be blue and every­ 
thing else black. 
The whole sky. 
clouds and all, would be blue. 
The 
grass this time would be blue, not 
black, for it reflects both blue and 
yellow. 
Hair would be all black, the 
n*d of the Ups would be black, and the 
rest of the face would be a cloudy 
blue. If the sun were green, we would 
have a little variety. 
Things that are 
now yellow would still be yellow, 
things that are blue would be blue, 
and things that are green would still 
be green, but there would be no reds, 
purples, ora-ge, pinks or any of those 
cheery hues that make the world look 
so bright.—New York Herald.

An E x tra o rd in a ry W o rk of 
G roat H isto ric V alor. 
Few besides those who have visited 
Bayeux or have especially studied the 
subject have any Idea of what this ex­ 
traordinary work of art is really like 
or have any authentic knowledge of its 
history. 
It tells the story of Edward, 
Harold and William und of the con­ 
quest of William in a series of pic­ 
tures, so that Its value Is great as a 
chronicle as well as a relic of needle­ 
work 800 years old. 
The vicissitudes of the treasure have 
been many. 
It Is a curious fact that 
from 147ti until 1724 it seems to have 
dropped entirely out of the world’s 
knowledge. 
It was preserved with 
car«\ among 
the 
treasures 
of the 
Bayeux cathedral and was brought out 
for eight days every summer and hung 
about the nave of the cathedral. 
No 
one but the peasants ever saw it, and 
the cathedra I authorities cared for It 
only as a decoration. 
In 1724 an old 
drawing of part of the tapestry came 
into the hands of a learned antiqua­ 
rian, who tried without success to find 
the original. 
The Pere Mon tf a Ucon 
also tried to find it and at last succeed­ 
ed and told the world about it In bis 
great book, /Monuments de la Monar­ 
chic Francaise.” 
The church had no power to protect 
such a treasure in 1724, and tile ancient 
length of linen with its quaint em­ 
broidery was dragged out of the ca­ 
thedral and used to cover one of the 
military wagons belonging to the local 
battalion. 
M. Ie Forestler rushed to 
Its rescue and substituted a canvas to 
cover the wagon and brought the tap- I 
estry to his study till he was relieved 
from his self appointed mission by it 
commission that undertook the protec­ 
tion of the work of art. 
Now the tap­ 
estry has ’ cen restored und may be 
seen framed under glass in a museum 
of Its own. 


HINDOO CREMATION. 


TA* r* n e r« I P y re an d th e K ites Me 
for* th e B aralnig. 
Toward the upper end of tile ghats 
Is the burning ground. 
There arc no 
steps here, but a slope of bouton dirt. 
Stop half un hour aud you may se# 
every step of the cremation rites 
Sit 
ting on stone ramparts above, to the 
right and left, are friends and relatives 
of the dead ones. 
The figure to the 
right, huddled up in a bright green 
wrap, Is of the lowest caste of Hindoo 
and keeps the mat shed near by, where 
the sacred fire for igniting every corpse 
is for sale. You hear hoarse, loud cries 
of “Ram! 
Ka jnana!” and, behold, a 
burial procession is coming down the 
slope. 
Four men carry the corpse 
slung between two bamboo poles and 
cry to the god Ham. He is the personi­ 
fication of filial love, and thus It is 
meet that they should call him to wit­ 
ness. 
They swing down to the river 
and Immerse the corpse. 
It is wrap­ 
ped in a white shroud stained with rn! 
blotches. 
Then they lift the head 
slightly out of the water and remove 
the shroud from the fare, splashing 
water five times upon the mouth. 
Others In the meantime are building a 
wooden pyre, made of fagots sold 
near by aud when finished standing 
three feet or more above ground. 
Tin 
corpse, its dark color showing throng! 
the dripping shroud, is then placed on 
the wooden altar and covered with 
fagots. This done, all bnt two mount 
the ramparts and thatch the final cere 
mony. 
Of the two remaining, on* 
pours oil upon the wood from a small 
clay dish, while the other goes to the 
fire house above. He soon returns with 
a long straw wisp, Maxing st one end 
He advance to the corpse’s head, 
touches It with the wisp and then d r 
des the pyre five times, touching the 
head each time until the fifth, when 
he places the biasing wisp beneath the 
feet, and the whole pile bursts Into 
flame. When all Is consumed the ashes 
are raked Into the river and float away 
to bliss eternal.—F. J. O. Alsop In Out 
lug. 


T H E U N D E R MARRIAGE. 


W ed d in g C ustom s an d F ro lic s T hat 
P re v a il la H olland. 
In Holland two weeks before a mar­ 
riage takes place cards are sent out de­ 
claring that the banns have been pub­ 
lished. This Is called an "under mar­ 
riage.” The card also announces w’heu 
the Anni rn a ivl age is to take place. The 
wedding itself Is a small affair, and 
the civil marriage is the only one rec­ 
ognised by 'aw. A church w’eddtng is 
usually looked upon as a concession to 
either fashion or sentimentality and Is 
called a “consecration of th* marriage.” 
The couple enter the church behind the 
family members, bridesmaids and oth­ 
er attendants. They are shown to seats 
before the whole assembly, and the 
clergyman comes In with two witness­ 
es long after the others have been seat 
ed. He first makes a prayer, then dc 
livers a sermon on a suitable text 
which usually brings the bride to tenrs. 
After that the couple are married. Then 
a hymn is sung and the blessing giver 
The whole occupies about an hour and 
a quarter. Before leaving the church 
a huge Bib..* Is presented to the bride 
groom. During the two weeks of walt 
iug between the “under marriage” and 
the real marriage all the wedding Tea 
tlvities take place. The happy couple 
are literally surfeited with dinners 
balls and theater parties, and all man­ 
ner of practical Jokes are played on the 
pair. At the dinner toasts Innumerable 
are given, and at each the whole com­ 
pany rises from the table to sound and 
touch glasses with the bride and groom, 
who never rise. Among their friends 
the idea Is not to allow the couple a 
night of sleep, if possible, before the 
wedding day.
